Glad TidiEdga- 

It would scarcely be correct to say that 
the intelligence rocoivcd from Ottawa 
yesterday occasioned surprise, for wo 
have never doubted that the Government 
won lil be able to command a good work- 
ing majority in the now Parliament, all 
the rumors and predictions to the con- 
trary notwithstanding: We are freo to 
confess, however, that we were not quite 
prepared to Uriel the Railway Charter sus- 
tained by nearly twice the majority secur- 
ed for the Kail way Bill in a former session. 
Tho reader will scarcely need to be told 
that this was tho fulcrum selected by the 
Opposition upon which to rest tho lever 
that was to have hoisted tho Sir John A. 
Macdonald Administration. This was the 
war-cry at tho polls. This was tho theme 
of the recess. The Globe expended all its 
italic and capitals and virtuous indigna- 
tion on this; and the mutterings heard 
sinco Parliament met, indicated tho 
gathering storm ready to burst upon the 
heads of a doomed Ministry. The Grit 
mountain was in labor. But surely it has 
brought forth nothing more formidable 
than n mouse. Thus wo may oonelndo 
that the Government, tho Railway and 
Country aro safe. 

Waiting and Wanting 

That time of year has oneo more come 
round when, in this superb climate of 
ours, thoso having no fixed abode or 
stated employment aro supposed to hove 
matured their plaus for tho open season. 
Many of such mako Victoria, their winter- 
ing quarters, and tho question may be 
presumed to bo at tho present 
moment agitating many a breast, — ''Shall 
I try my luck in tho gold miuos once 
more? Or shall I remain where I am and 
be on hand for whatever turns up ? " 
Without any desire to control, or in any 
manner interfere with tho movements or 
volition of men, it may not be considered 
as travelling altogether beyond the legiti- 
mate scope of journalism to point out 
what we conceive to bo an undue inclina- 
tion to tho Miacanberian policy, by adopt- 
ing the latter alternative of waiting to see 
what may turn up. Tho presumed immi- 
nence of the inauguration of the great 
railway works and other works thereon 
contingent doubtless constitutes the 
chief consideration influencing many 
to wait; and it is, perhaps, just that the 
public press should come in for a share 
of blame, if such there be, in leading 
men to permit themselves to become ab- 
sorbed with what is still in the future, to 
an extent which, it is to be feared, in 
Kome instances, leaves present duty a 
secondary place in tho mind. By any 
remarks we may bo led into wo wish to 
guard against being understood as east- 
ing tho slightest shade of doubt upon the 
railway enterprise. On the contrary, as 
the time appointed for making an actual 
commencement on this end of the groat 
arterial railway draws nearer doubt grad- 
ually fades away into certainty. That 
time, as the reader will be aware, is the 
20th day of July next. But we wish to 
point out a few facts as they present 
themselves to our mind. In the first place 
there aro nearly four months to elapse, 
and four months would seem to be a long 
time to wait — four open months when all 
should be busy i>s beos. In the second 
place, it mist not be supposed that the 
formal beginning to bo made on tho 20th 
July moans the actual commencement of 
work upon a scale affording employment 
to all. Under the most favorable circum- 
stances, it scorns not unreasonable to as- 
sume that two or throe months would 
bo consumed in preliminary arrange- 
ments, which would bring us to the end 
of tho open season. There need be ao 
hesitation whatever in asserting that 
those who spend the season now opening 
up with so much promise in the interior, 
either in gold seeking or .any other avoca- 
tion, will find themselves in plenty of time 
for Railway works, if they return to tho 
Beaboard at the usual time of year. Need 
we say that they will find themselves 
hotter off in health and in pocket than if 
they had hung idly about the capital 
during these intervening months V 
Thero aro, in addition to the personal 
interest, considerations of a more general 
and public kind. Tho tendency to which 
wo have adverted would exert an un- 
favorable influence upon tho mining, 
agricultural and commercial interests of 
tho country. The Province cannot afford 
to have any considerable number of men 
pass tho season in waiting, more especi- 
ally when, with many, waiting will bo 
wanting. With a view to encouraging 
industry and having the work done at a 
time when tho doing of it will accomplish 
the greatest good, we would strongly 
urgo upon tho Executive the desirable- 
ness of expending the seventy-eight 
thousand dollars appropriated for roads, 
streets and bridges as early in tho season 
as possible. It sooms highly desirable 
that these Provincial works' should, as 
far as may be, bo finished by the time the 
railway works are fairly begun. Under 
any circumstances the practice of putting 
oil' thoso works till the autumnal rains 
set in, when they must be carried on 
under very great disadvantage, is most 
objectionable. Lot the season upon which 
wo aro entering bo one of active industry, 
not idle waiting; and let the Executive 
sot the example.

Deck Loads- 

A few days ago wo directed atten- 
tion to a notice, given by the Minister 
of Marine and Fisheries for the Domin- 
ion, of a Bill to prevent dock-loading 
during a certain season of the year, 
and we pointed out the im portant and 
injurious bearing such a measure 
might have upon the lumber trade of 
thin Province. In a brief item yester- 
day the introduction and first reading 
of the Bill was mentioned. Inasmuch 
rh the measure not only nearly con- 
cerns British Columbia, but possesses 
n national importance, the following 
explanations offered by the Hon. P. 
Mitchell, in Committee, on the measuro 
may not provo altogether uninterest- 
ing* to our readers: — "Hon. Mr. 
Mitchell, in committee, said he know 
that there would bo considerable dif- 
ference of opinion on this measure, 
among gentlemen representing consti- 
tuencies which would be affected by it. 
Ho know it would bring tho hon. 
niomber for Shelburne to his feet. 
There was no measure which it had 
been his pleasure to consider in tho 
department over which ho had the 
honor to preside into tho discussion of 
which he conceived less personal feel- 
ing or party spirit ought to enter than 
tho present one, which involved the 
great question of humanity. (Hoar, 
hear.) He believed it was the duty of 
a Government to guard tho interests 
of its subjects, not only from a money 
point of view, but also to protect them 
from danger to their lives when it was 
possible to do so. It was from tho 
Jatter consideration that he brought 
this resolution before tho House. He 
had had a good deal of practical know- 
ledge on this question himself; but 
strong though his convictions were 
«ipon it, he felt that the proper course 
to pursue was to submit tho measure 
to a committee of practical gentlemen 
for their assistance to make it bene- 
ficial to all interests to be affected by 
it. One only required to take up tho 
•Maritime registers and the records of 
shipping losses to bo convinced 
that there was a great necessity for some 
provision in relation to tho method of 
loading ships engaged in the lumber 
trade. The Boards of Trade of Montreal 
and Quebec, especially tho latter, which 
was most interested in tho passage of this 
bill, bore testimony to tho fact that this 
oountry was suffering from tho numerous 
losses which had occurred through deck- 
loading. During the last season alone, 
the loss had been so groat that insurance 
r.tten had been increasod by it, and an 
agitation had been created in Glasgow 
and Liverpool which could not fail to in- 
jure tho Ooairnereo of Canada. In two 
mouths this winter, 49 vessels had boon 
lost from the Port of Quebec alone, and 
all of them, but tvo, had deck-loads. 
Perhaps one-half of these wrecks would 
not havo occurred if a measure anoh as ho 
now submitted had boon properly en- 
forced. Itwas not such a swooping mean, 
ure as the old dock-load law onaotod by 
the Imperial Parliament years ago and 
subsequently repealed. The provisions 
of that law prevented deck-loading be- 
tween tho 1st of September and tho 1st of 
April. Siuceit hud boon svopt away, ho 
Jiad seen seven and eight foot of dc-ck-load 
Ott vossola going to sea. Ho know the 
difficulty of working a ship, so laden, in tho 
fall ot the year, and that was tho cause of 
«o many shipwrecks and such heavy loss 
of life. Iu tho measure now beforo tho 
Housa, he proposed to prevent any vessel 
to carry a dock-load of square timber 
from any Canadian port to Grout Britain 
after tho 1st of October, and beforo the 
16th of March. Ho proposed to allow 
•re»sols sailing hot ween tho St, Lawronce 
ond Europe, to carry three foot of sawn 
lumber on dock. Tho reason of making 
the differionco was that sawn lumber could 
be thrown overboard, if necessary; but in 
a storm, 'when a ship was laboring it was 
woll-nigh impossible to Ret rid of square 
timber. Ho had framed this measure 
vrith a yiaw to adopt the recommendations 
•et forth in the resolution of tli<» Domin- 
ion Board of Trade. Ife proposed to get 
rid of the abuse and evasion of what was 
known as tho old deck-load law, whiah 
did ' not prevent vessels from carrying 
round spars, though thoy were more 
dangerous than square timber. Tho 
-.tueajuro now before tho House would pre- 
sent vossols from carrying spare spars 
that were- not dressed, and only enough 
for tho use of tho ship during the season 
of the year specified. Itwas proposed 
also to invito attention to tho lumber trade 
with the West Tmlios, the greater part of 
which was carried on between the first of 
October and tho first of March, the Reason 
of tho year when the greatest dangers to 
life and property existed. Ho had re- 
coiled a Htatomont of vessels wrecked and 
lost within a very short period in this 
trade between tho Port of St, John and 
the West Indies, ami he deemed, it ncces- 
eary to adopt a me/WUre similar to that 
regulating the trade with Europe. The 
vessels engaged fn this trol Jo with tho 
Wost Indies wore generally ono dealt 
ehins, built for tho purposo of loading 
with lumber above deck and bringing 
fcack hogsheads of sugar and molasses, 
He would ask tho House to consulor the 
propriety of allowing that class of vessels 
to carry dock-loads up to tho main rail 
and no higher. Ho asked to have (he bill 
foundod pn'tfci* resolution reforrnd to a 
uoramittoe." 

In reply to remarks made by AJ r. jsei- 
ioii (member for New Westininstor.B.C.) 
»ud others, Mr. Mitchell said the ro.solii- 
adopted by tho St. John Board of Trade 



was to tho effect that until tho United 
States and Canada adopted Bome common 
legislation on tho subject it was not desi- 
rable to place our shipping at a disadvan- 
tage as compared with the United States 
shipping, but tho view of t he Board was 
that as soon as a measuro of this kind 
could be passed without placing our ship- 
ping at a disadvantage it should be done. 

It will be observed that tho St. John 
Board of Trade hold views similar to 
thoso expressed in this journal in a for- 
mer article, — that tho subject should be 
treated in a measure as an international 
ono, and that such a restriction would 
operate unfairly unless enforced on both 
sides of tho Hue. That is precisely the 
position wo hope to see taken; and it is a 
roliof to know that tho measuro is being 
closoly watched by the member who most 
immediately represents the lumber inter- 
ests of British Columbia in tho Domini- 
sn Parliament, (Mr. Nelson) , in whoso 
hands wo fool that thoso interests wil lbo 
safe.

Ottawa, April 2d. 
Debate on tho resolutions concerning 
the Pacific Bail way policy of the Govern- 
ment closed to-day. Able speeches were 
made by tho Premier, other Ministers 
and supporters. Tho Opposition were 
exceedingly active and labored hard to 
overthrow the Ministry. Tho vote was 
taken amid great excitement and resulted 
in a Ministerial majority of thirty-one iu 
a nearly full House. Loud and prolong- 
ed cheering followed tho announcement 
of tho voto. There is great rejoicing. Tho 
voto was a strict party one. 

Another Biamond Story by 
tho Way of Utah. 

Salt Lake City, March 24— A dispatch 
from St. George, in the southern part of 
tho Territory, says Thomas McElmell and 
John Moss en route to San Francisco, 
passed there this morning with a large 
collection of rubies from tho Seleheo 
district, 175^ miles east of and 50 mhos 
from tho Utah line in Arizona. The dis- 
coverors say thoy found different kinds of 
rubies in largo quantities. Tho largest 
found was a balaa ruby of forty-eight 
carats; onooriental, of twenty-eight carats 
was also found.

Five hundred and 
forty-six human beings launched into 
eternity in a moment, and all for want of 
coal to propel tho ship to her proper des- 
tination. This running short of coal oc- 
curs too often and demands a remedy. 
The Atlantic was one of the White Star 
Lino, established t wo or throe years ago 
by an English company. The steamers 
are of the largest class, specially adapted 
for carrying emigrants,

A war is likely to break 
out at any moment. At Nanaimo great 
insecurity is felt because of the absence 
of a policeman and the facility with which 
the Indians got liquor.

LAST NIGHTS DISPATCHES. 

TJp-Conntry. 

BarkervHiLE, April 4 — Barnard's Ex- 
press arrived from below on Wednesday 
afternoon with the Mails and Express. It 
loft again this morning with tho Mails 
and Express, and D, Kurtz, C. Neufolder 
and J. Heenay as passengers, 

Yale, April -I — Tho steamer Hope made 
the first trip of the season, arriving bore 
at 5:30 p.m. yesterday, with L0 pasaongerii 
and about In tons of freight. She experi- 
enced no difficulty in coming up and left 
this morning with a few passengers. 

Canada. 

Halifax, April 1 — The steamer Atlantic, 
of tho White Star Line, from Liverpool, 
March 20th, for Now York, running short 
of coal. made for Halifax, and when about 
20 miles from port, off Cape Prospect, at 
half-past two this morning, ran ashore at 
Meagher's Head. She had on board over 
ono thousand men, women and children, 
only two hundred and fifty of which suc- 
ceeded in lauding. The remainder, in- 
cluding all the women and children, wero 
lost. Tho Captain and third officer were 
savnd; the first ollieer was drowned. On 
receipt of the news of the disaster u Can- 
ard and a Government steamer started to 
the assistance of tho Atlantic; but tho 
third officer, Brady, who arrived hero at 
half-past live this afternoon, says the ves- 
sel and cargo are a total loss. 

Halipax, April JJ— Capt. Williams has 
relumed (nun tho scene of the wreck. 
Hopes are entertained that the greater 
portion of the cargo will bo saved. Tho 
vessel is . st ill in the same position— with 
her bow and masts out of water. State- 
ments are made that the crew plundered 
the dead bodies. An instance is related 
of a wretch who mutilated tho hand of a 
lady to obtain possession of a diamond 
ring. The bodies of Mrs. Fisher, of Ver- 
mont and Miss Merrill, of Chicago, wero 
washed ashore yesterday and lay Hide by 
side among eighty others, These bodies 
will be forwarded to their respective 
homes. One woman passenger was con- 
fined only six hours before tho disaster 
occurred. 

Califorsiia. 

San Francisco, April 3— Sailed to-day. 
-•-Bk Iconium, Dtsalady; barkontine Har- 
rison, Port Townsend.

Stiropo- 

London, April 3— The steamship Atlan- 
tic was insured bv Loudon Companies for 
£150,000. 

Geo. Bidwell, alleged to have been im- 
plicated in tho Bank of England frauds, 
lias been arrested in Edinburgh. 

London. April 3 — The arrest in Edin- 
burgh of George Bidwell. alleged Bank of 
England forger, was made just as ho was 
about taking his departure for America. 
Bidwell made strenous efforts to escape 
and was only secured after a sharp ohnso 
ovor a number of garden walls. On being 
searched a number of important letters 
addressed to George Bidwell wero found 
on him. He will bo brought to London 
to-day. 

Paris, April 3 — Gregory refuses to 
withdraw his resignation, and Casiinor 
Perier will probably succeed him to the 
Chair of the Assembly. 

Enstern States- 

New York, April 3 — Stokes expresses 
himself as confident that the efforts now 
being made to save him from the gallows 
will be successful. 

Washington, April 3 — The Treasury 
Department denies the application to 
modify the manner of transporting goods 
in sealed cars. 

Nr-.w York, April 3— A calculation now 
made by Capt. Williams, shows that the 
Atlantic had on board 33 cabin passen- 
gers and 800 in the steerage, and a crew 
(officers included) of 1-13, making a total 
of D7() souls, and leaving tho number lost 
546. This may not be precisely correct, 
but nearly so. The horrifying details at- 
tending the loss of tho steamship continue 
to come. All the women who wero asleep 
at the time tho ship struck wero drowned 
in their births. The heavy seas which 
constantly poured over tho vessel fillod 
her and prevented them from reaching the 
deok, Somo of tho women displayed re- 
markable presence of mind and apprecia- 
tion of the situation. They would only 
reach the deck to bo washed into the 
sea "and drowned soon after. Men on 
shore wrote on u blackboard, "Cheer up; 
boats are coming to your assistance." The 
announcement was responded to by hearty 
cheers from tho ship. After half an hour's 
awful suspense, men wore seen on land 
carrying a boat over the rocks and soon it 
was launched and took off three boat- 
loads from tho outlying rocks. 

While rescuing these men Capt. Wil- 
liams and the passenger called loudly to 
the crow of tho boat, as they were in im- 
minent danger. Tho captain saying, "I 
will give live hundred dollars for every 
boatload yesoiied." The boat afterwards 
made for tho vessel and took oil' two boat- 
loads. Half an hour later another boat 
came and rescued many of those clinging 
to tho rigging. Third ollieer Brady, who 
had succeeded in reaching the shore over 
a lino carried from the vessel by himself, 
organized a crew and aided in tho work 
of rescue. 

A Harald dispatch states that John 
Bainley, Lises Levison and Miss Randan 
passengers by the Atlantic, disembarked 
at Queenstownaud so aro not lost, Free- 
man J), ftjeekwoll. a cabin passenger on 
the Atlantic, telegraphed from Halifax 
that he will remain at the wreck until the 
last drowned passengers are recovered and 
and that tho bodios of Mrs, Fisher and 
Miss Morrit were searched and there arc 
hopes of securing Mr. ami Mrs. Morrit, 
Miss Scriinoay and John 11. it iow of Now 
York. A portion of tho passengers who 
wore saved are oxpootpd to reach this city 
on Saturday by a steamer from Halifax. 
Arrangements are being mado to obtain 
subscriptions for their relief , Tho steor- 
agn passengers are in a very destitute con- 
dition. The stoMaer AlgOfift whioh sail- 
ed March jjgcl, will bring Q list of passen- 
^ora whoae passages wore prepaid horo 
and also their destination dotonuinod.
